Herr Hitler revealed that early 
yesterday Herr von Ribbentrop handed 
a Note from the Reich Government to 
the Ambassador of the Soviet Union 
in Berlin. 

The Note recapitulated that in the 
summer of 1933 the German Govern- 
ment, putting aside the serious mis- 
givings, occasioned by a fundamental 
difference between political aims, made 
the attempt to reach an understanding 
between Germany and Russia. The 
‘Reich, it was stated, were guided by 
the idea that the elimination of the 
possibility of war would offer the best 
guarantee against the further spreading 
of the Communist doctrine of inter- 
national Jewry over Europe. The 
Russian Government allowed it to be 
-assumed that a departure from these 
doctrines and from the former methods 
of causing disintegration amongst 
foreign nations appeared possible. 

Thus on August 23, 1939, a non- 
aggression pact was concluded, while 
on September 28, 1939, a frontier and 
friendship agreement was signed by the 
two States. From that day onwards the 
Reich Government adopted a friendly 
attitude towards the Soviet Union. 
In addition they had by the conquest 
of Poland gained for the Soviet Union 
the greatest success in foreign politics 
which it had achieved since coming 
into existence. In contrast the Soviet 
Union adopted a wholly different atti- 
tude. By means of centres chosen in 
neighbouring countries it attempted, as 
it had done before, to carry out 
subversive activities and preparatory 
measures for sabotage in Germany and 
the territories occupied by her. 

“ Krilip, Commissar of the Ogpu, 
arranged a systematic training force 
with this end in view. Abundant 
material regarding the Soviet Intelli- 
gence system, wireless transmission and 
receiving stations, methods of sabotage 
of Soviet agents furnishes incontrover- 
— proof of this anti-German atti- 
tude. 


ATTEMPT TO MISLEAD 
ALLEGED 


„The comprehensive material con- 
cerning the anti-German activity pur- 
sued by the Soviet Union, which will 
be pablished by the Reich Government, 
shows conclusively that the Soviet 
Russia’s declaration constituted a de- 
finite ‘attempt to mislead Germany. 
Nor did the advantages accruing from 
Germany's friendly attitude cause the 
Soviet to adopt a loyal attitude towards 
the Reich. 


“The fact that the treaty they had 
concluded with the Reich had been a 
mere technical maneuvre was proved 
with brutal clarity in the following 
words which occur in a Russian docu- 
ment discovered in the Soviet Legation 
in Belgrade after the occupation of

FOREIGN POLICY 


The Reich Government wished,

„They have (1) not only continued, 
but, since the outbreak of the war, in- 
tensified their subversive activities 
against Germany and Europe; they 
have (2), in a continually increasing 
measure, developed their foreign policy 
in a sense ‘hostile to Germany, and 
they have (3) massed their entire 
forces on the German frontier ready 
for action.

Bolshevist Moscow’s hatred of National 
Socialism was stronger than its 
political wisdom.”

“UNHEARD OF ATTACK” 


“This unheard-of attack on our 
country is without example in the 
history of civilised nations. The 


attack on our country has been made 
in spite of the fact that there is a 
non-aggression pact between Germany 
and the U.. S. R., which was con- 
scientiously kept in every detail.“ 

M. Molotoff said that the German 
Government could not furnish proo 
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that the Government of the U.S.S.R. 
had ever infringed a single one of the 
clauses of the Pact. He continued — 

“After the attack the German Am- 
bassador in Moscow, Schulenberg, at 
5.30 in the morning, gave me as 
Peoples Commissar ior Foreign 
Affairs, a Note in the name ‘of his 
Government, that the German Govern- 
ment had decided to proceed against 
the Soviet Union because of the con- 
centration of units of the Red Army 
on the German frontier. 


FUEHRER’S SPEECH 


In answer to this I declared in the 
name of the Government of the 
U.S. S. B. that until the last minute 
the German Government had made no 
representation to the Soviet Govern- 
ment. Germany decided to attack the 
Soviet Union, in spite of the peaceful 
attitude of the Soviet Union, and 
because of this very fact Fascist Ger- 
Mac becomes the aggressor. 

By the desire of the Soviet Govern- 
ment I have also to announce that at 
not a single point have our forces or 
our Air Force allowed any frontier to 
be violated, and because of that the 
allegations of the Rumanian radio that 
the Soviet Air Force raided Rumanian 
aerodromes to-day is nothing but a lie 
and provocation.

Hitler 
is a monster, wickedness insatiable in 
his lust for blood and plunder, Not 
content with having all Europe under 
his heel or else terrorised into various 
forms of abject submission, he must 
now carry his work of butchery and 
desolation among the vast multitudes 
of Russia and Asia.

been taxed to the uttermost in attempts to 
explain what actually is inexplicable. How 


move im this most fantastic of all human 
follies? It is nearly two years now 
since Herr von Ribbentrop startled the 
world by his historic journey to Moscow, 
where a treaty of non-aggression and 
friendship was signed between Germany 
and Soviet Russia. At the time it was 
thought that cynicism could go no farther, 
Neal pol dt ik seemed to have attained the 
limit of its achievement; and when tho 
German and Russian leaders announced 
to an astjnished world that henceforward 
they would be sworn friends, whose mutual 
trust would be proof against all the 
Machiavellian intrigues of John Bull, it 
looked ab if the history of civilisation 
would hawe to be re-written. Of course, 
nobody im his senses ever really believed 
that the official friendship between 
German amd Russian was anything but a 
sham. ‘The Ribbentrop-Molotoff pact 
served a useful purpose in Moscow as well 
as in Benin; and the Soviets did not 
hesitate toſtake the fullest advantage of it, 
first, by the invasion of Poland, already 
virtually a ertremis, and afterwards by 
the seizurevof Bessarabia and the Northern 
Bukovina from Rumania and the absorp- 
tion of the} Baltic States. The pact was 
of use to Germany because it kept Russia 
out of the war at the beginning, when 
the need for a campaign on two fronts 
might have caused serious embarrassments 
to Herr Hifler’s High Command. Now 
it evidently ‘has outlived its utility; for 
the Germans! invaded Russia in the early 
hours of yesterday morning. They chose 
the shortest night of the year, and struck, 
as usual, without a word of warning. 
Shortly befome five o’clock Dr. Goebbels 
broadcast a hort announcement, inform- 
ing all and sundry that the attack had 
begun, and (three-quarters of an hour 
afterwards the German Ambassador in 
Moscow, Herr; von der Schulenberg, pre- 
sented Commissar Molotoff with an official 
„Note which\ amounted to a declaration 
of war. In the meanwhile, on a front of 
fifteen hundredj miles, from the Baltic to 
the Black Sea, Germany’s troops were on 
the march. In the North, it appears, they 
are being supparted by the Finns, who, 
not unnaturally, are more than anxious 
to get a bit of their own back against the 
hated Bolsheviks; and in the South the 
Rumanians, also{smarting under a genuine 
grievance, have érossed the River Pruth 
into Bessarabia. At the moment we do 
not know the size lof either the German or 
the Russian Army}; but it is obvious that 
gigantic forces must be involved on both 
sides. Both armies are highly mechanised ; 
both have large numbers of aircraft at 
their disposal. TherGermans, once again, 
have the great advantage of the initiative, 
and we shall not be in the least surprised 
if Herr Hitler’s legions advance blitz- 
schnell into the Ukmaine. The Führer 
must be reckoning on a short campaign, 
culminating in a total victory, such as 
that which was gained over France just a 
year ago; but Russia is a big country, 
whose resources in man-power are almost 
inexhaustible. 

Why, at a moment when most people 
were expecting him to invade Great 
Britain, has Herr Hitler taken this 
astounding step? His broadcast proclama- 
tion yesterday morning gave no real clue 
to his purpose. Declaring that the German 
Army had started on “ the greatest march 
that the world has ever seen,” Herr 
Hitler gave the impression that he had 
decided to make war against Russia more 
or less on general principles—just because, 
as it were, they were dirty dogs. They 
had been intriguing with the British ; they 
had encouraged the Serbs to overthrow 
the Tsevetkovitch Government; they were 
prepared at all times to stab Germany in 
the back; and, at any rate, they were 
completely in the hands of the Jews— 
quos ego. | Commissar Molotoff also 
issued a statement, in the course of 
which he spoke of Germany's robber 
attack,” and recalled what happened to 
Napoleon in 1812; but he also gave no 
clue to the solution of the major problem, 
What is in Herr Hitler’s mind? Even 
the man who has conquered France, who 
has vanquished Norway, Holland, 
Belgium, Yugoslavia, and Greece with 
almost contemptuous ease, hardly would 
challenge such a powerful opponent as 
Sovict Russia without a very good reason, 
Writing in these columns on Friday, we 
said that “ nothing but supreme con- 
fidence in Germany’s armed might could 
justify such an adventure at such a 
time ; but even that confidence, which 
Herr Hitler manifestly has, does not 
explain wholly his latest move. It must 
be remembered that Germany's declared 
enemy is Great Britain, who has been 
striving desperately during the last twelve 
months to fight a series ‘of delaying 
actions, in order to gain time to obtain 
supplies from the United States. On the 
face of it, Herr Hitler's attack on Russia 
would seem to play into the hands of Mr. 
Churchill’s policy—unless, of course, the 
world is about to see the most audacious 
military coup of all time in the shape of 
a simultaneous invasion of Great Britain. 
If Herr Hitler were seeking to gain 
political sympathy in other countries, one 
might have a réady-made explanation of 
his attack on the Soviets ; but throughout 
this war he has shown utter contempt for 
foreign opinion—although he does promise 
that one of his first measures in Russia 
will be the restoration of religious freedom, 
One might guess for a month, and the 
chances are that one still would be wrong, 
The Napoleonic analogy leaps to the eye. 
To men of that stamp the idea of world 
domination must be tempting; but, so 
far, Herr Hitler has not made many 
mistakes, and e's invasion of 
Russia was fatal. The fact is that Russia

to protest against the Government's 
Trades Union Bill and the Stand-Still ”’ 
Order in regard to wages. That fact 
alone is an argument in favour of the 
bill; for there is no room in this small, 
barely industrialised country for fifty- 
three unions. Most of them speak for no 
| more than a few thousand—in some cases, 
a few hundred—workers, and could be 
amalgamated in larger organisations with 
considerable benefit to industry, to the 
consuming public, and to the workers 
themselves. We doubt if the unions have 
a legitimate grievance. They have had 
many opportunities to put their house in 
order, and to make an end of those 
internal squabbles which have been so 
costly, and have alienated the sympathies 
of so many people, The trades union 
movement has been, and is, a good thing. 
Both here and across the Channel it has 
inspired a new conception of the worker’s 
rights, and it has improved his standard 
of living out of all recognition. It has 
achieved these ends only at the cost of 
perpetual vigilance to see that the hardly- 
won rights are not filched away or 
whittled down; and we cannot blame its 
leaders if they view every trace of 
Government interference with suspicion. 
Nevertheless, if the unions have rights, 
they also have obligations; if they hate 
obtained a position of privilege, it is 
their business to see that the position is 
not abused. The public have suffered 
many times in recent years from disputes 
which had nothing to do with the relations 
between “capital” and labour,“ but 
arose out of the efforts of one union to 
obtain a position of dominance at the 
expense of the other. Such disputes have 
no justification ; they add nothing to any- 
body’s prosperity; they are a cause of 
nuisance, loss and bitterness; and, in so 
far as the bill is designed to curb them, 
reasonable people—not, of course, the 
Labour and union officials, whose salaries 
depend upon union politics ’’—can have 
nothing but praise for it. In regard to 
the Stand-Still“ Order, it is easier to 
understand the workers’ resentment. Most 
of them have been accustomed to a 
periodical increase of wages, and may be 
pardoned the hope that the process can go 
on ad infinitum. It is useless to talk to 
the average man about vicious spirals ”’ 
and what he can only regard as economic 
complexities, designed to becloud and 
eventually to cheat him. The average 
man is a selfish creature, and cannot be 
persuaded that an increase of wages can 
be anything but good; his complacency 
receives a jolt only when he finds that his 
firm, unable to carry on against rising 
costs, is compelled to dispense with his 
services. Yet these phenomena, which are 
summed up conveniently in the image of 
a vicious spiral,“ represent cold facts, 
which must be faced, and the union 
leaders, as we think, would show stronger 
patriotism and greater common-sense if 
they put them fairly before the men 
rather than seek to lead the men into 
inevitable disaster. Any widespread 
increase in industrial wages must be 
obtained at tho expense of the rentier 
class—which, in Ireland, is by no means 
of the ‘‘ bloated capitalist ” order—but 
of the majority of the population, the 
farmers and farm hands. If these latter 
are stimulated by rising prices to rebel 
against their lot it will go hard with the 
industrial workers. Retribution will 
come more rapidly if firms are driven out 
of business by swollen wage-bills aduing 
another difficulty to the shortage of raw 
materials which has made it remarkable 
that so many firms survive at all. That 
is one danger which the Stand-Still”’ 
Order is trying to avert. 


Fewer Smokes 


In this country it seems the people 
are slow to learn, even from their own 
mistakes. It is not so many months since 
they suffered a rude awakening with regard 
to the petrol situation, but they have been 
treating tobacco and many other com- 
modities as if there were not the slightest 
fear in the world of a shortage. While 
their neighbours in Northern Ireland and 
Great Britain have been forming queues, 
shopping at irregular hours, and silently 
submitting to local rationing systems in 
order to obtain a little tobacco, the people 
of this country have been living like 
princes in a fool’s paradise. In the Dail 
last week their paradise was shattered by 
a few words from Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly. 
During a debate on the subject of the tax 
revenue, he disclosed the fact that for the 
last eight or nine months no tobacco what- 
ever has arrived in this country, and, so 
far as one can tell, there is no probability 
that any further supplies will arrive until 
the end of the war. After this statement 
Mr. O’Kelly announced—somewhat hope- 
fully—that the acreage under Irish tobacco 
had increased considerably since last year. 
Such a statement, however, hardly will 
alter the complexion of things. There 
certainly would not be anything like 
sufficient quantities of Irish tobacco grown 
to meet all needs, even at the new rate, 
and, in any case, Irish tobacco is not 
exactly a success among smokers. If Mr, 
Dillon, who should be setting an example 
to the rest of the country, goes so far as 
to refer to it openly in the Dail as ‘‘ closely

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can imagine what the,average city worker 
will say about it. The smokers of the

In spite of a number 
of lesser surveys, the authorities hold 
that there is still a great amount of 
accommodation which could be utilised if 
necessary. It is said that there are 
numerous big houses in -which many 
people could be billeted, and from which 
no offers to take in people have been 
The census is being con- 
ducted by post, and if no answer, or what 
is thought to be an inaccurate answer, :s 
forthcoming, the billeting officers are to 
call and ascertain the conditions. 


Social Conditions 


Mr. Arthur Greenwood, Minister 
Without Portfolio, is investigating social 
conditions in Britain with a view to 
unifying the conditions and improving 
them as a part of the scheme for post-war 
reconstruction. As a result of the inquiry. 
there may be a complete reorganisation of 
such matters as health insurance, con- 
tributory and non-contributory ; and old- 
age pensions, war pensions, unemploy- 
ment insurance, workmen’s eompensation, 
and the granting of assistance from public 
funds, The question of the payment of 
family allowances comes into the scope of 


the inquiry, and the proposal to grant a workers.

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wo Million New Homes 
House Builders’ Association of 
Britain estimates that two million 
homes will be neeied as soon as they 
— be — after the war. It is 
pointed out that, in addition to other 
some half million couples marry 
and houses will be required

difficulty in obtaining any. The con- 
trolled price of fou ce a pound is re- 
duced to threepence halfpenny this week, 
and the lower price is expected to coincide 
with larger consignments from growers 
who, though naturally anxious to market 
their produce at the higher level, have not 
been able to do so on account of 
the immature state of their crop. The 
total yield may not be greatly affected by 
the backwardness, and more abundant 
supplies may be forthcoming shortly.

The Great Zoo Mystery +

Sarah Changes House 


A few days ago Dr. Hyde phoned Mr. 
Cedric Flood, curator of the Zoo, to 
come over to his home nearby and take 
back—Sarah. And that was the end of 
the mystery. 

What actually happened was like this: 
Sarah, famous pea-hen of the Dublin 
Joo, simply flew away, as she evi- 
dently did not wish, for posterity’s sake, 
to have it said that her dynasty started 
in captivity, So she looked around for a 
sufficiently distinguished domicile—and 
what could be more distinguished than 
Arus an Uachtarain?. 

Laying low, as it were, in the tall 
— of the lake near the President's 
ome, she hatched her eggs. Dr. Hyde, 
a great lover of all zoological species, had 
spotted Sarah in one of his walks, and, 
when the four pea-chicks had crashed into 
this world, he ’phoned Mr. Flood. So 
that is how they found Sarah and brought 
her home again.

UNION DEPOSITS 


Two amendments to the Trade 
Union Bill, which will appear on the 
Order Paper of the Dail for to-morrow

deposit set out in the Schedule by not 
more than 75 per cent. The operative
